”Exclusion Act Centennial 


Passed one hundred years ago，the exclusion act of 
1882，and subsequent legislation，has had profound 
effects upon the Chinese American community，effects 
which still haunt us today. But the past cannot be 
changed, and today our community can only cope with 
the damage inflicted by early racist policies， 


While we can not change the past, we must learn from 
让 ，Economic hardship 一 post-Civil War depression and 
high unemployment 一 set the stage on which scapegoats 
Were sought. Struggling immigrants were pitted against 
struggling immigrapts as political and labor leaders capi- 
talized on fracist attitudes and unemployment in order 
to rally discontented worKers. 


The “Yellow Peril: was manufactured for the conyve- 
hience of these leaders. The core problems of unemploy- 
ment，economic recession and poor Working conditions 
never needed to be exanmined; the pigtailed，yellow- 
skinned immigrants from China could be blamed for 
flooding the work market，accepting low pay，and 
generally corrupting the fabric of American life. 


The rest is history: racism roared, a diversity of fearful 
catastrophes were blamed upon these immigrants 位 om 
over the Pacific and they were persecuted in the land 
in which they sought refuge. It is a teality that is carvVed 
into the faces of the :old people sitting in Portsmouth 
Square，a _ reality that is deeply imbedded iD the fabric 
of the Chinese American community， 


Yet to this day，millions of Americans do not know 
this sad chapter of American history，Imillions of 
Americans do not know why racial slurs hurt, millions of 
Americans do not know the hardships still faced by 
Asian Americans. 


And ofice again， Our country faces economic . 
hardship 一 a severe recession and high unemployment. 
And it appears，tragically，that racial prejudices are On 
the rise and scapegoats are being Sought. The recent IN9 
raids for illegal aliens under the public relations theme of 
creating jobs for legal Americans; the proposed cancelling 
of the fifth preference, the probe of voters using bilingual 
ballots, the attacks on civil rights regulations 一 all point 
to a great danger. 


AS we comimemorate the centennial of the Exclusion 
Act of 1882,，let us _ remember the spirit in which ouUr 
ancestors struggled. Although Asian Americans have- 
come far in the bast one hundred years，We Should not 
become complacent. Looking back at this sad chapter of 
American history, let us vow to honor the fighting Spirit 
of our ancestors; and promote the ideals of justice and 
equality upon which our nation is based . 
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tion.“We're not doing anything 
Re SUurveilling public records， 

Ussoniello_ told EastW/Wesk He 
cited the Santa Clara probe ; 
conducted last year imp which 
of 100 voters _ investigatedj 22 
were _ found to be non-citizens， 
and noted that most of those 
Were ， long-time ， residents “Who 
mistakenly thought they could . 
Vote. 

“We don't expect to uncover 
jllegal aliens; We expect long-term 
legal resident aliens. In the Santa 
Clara study,， most of those found 
to ， be ， non-Citizens had just 
assumed that they could vote 一 
there Was mo criminal intent， 
just ignorance of the law. On the 
affadavit requesting the bilingual 
ballots voting information, there's 
a question on place of birth,， but 
no question regarding date of 
naturalization， SO they Werent 
awWare of the need， Russoniello 
Said . 

ENLIGHTENING 

In the Santa Clara study， 
Russoniello reported that all of 
the voters contacted chose to 
ansWer questions，and he con- 
tended that the process ”Was 

“somewhat “enlightening” for 
them in regards to voting Tedquire- 
ment. 

“It may have achilling effect， 
but only on those persons Who 
aren't citizens，but that ia 
]egitimate effect, and it shouldn:t 
have Such an， effect on other 
citizens legally entitled to vote， 
Russoniello contended . 

To date，Russoniello is _ still 
Waiting for mames from four 
district attorneys. The “first 
phase” is expected to be com- 
pleted by May 23，Russoniello 
said， When he wiil “determine 
Whether ,or not we have 43 
problem ”with non-citizen Voters. 
If there is a problemm， Russoniello 
expects to _ meet with district 
attorneys to discuss what TeSponse 
to _ make，which might include 


public notices stressing the citi- 
Zenship requirement for voting

Russoniello denied any con-

Judge Denies Seamstresses: 


Motion Charging Discrimination

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Judge 
Roy Wonder lastThursday denied 
a motion to dismiss unemploy- 
ment fraud charges against seam- 
Stresses from the Naline Lee and 
Golden Sewing factories. The 
motion, brought by the Asian Law 
Caucus attorneys Tepresenting the 
， seamstresses, had argued that the 
Employment Development De- 
Partment (了 EDD) had selectively 
targetted Chinatown sewing shops 
for investigation and prosecution ， 
in Violation of the equal enforce- 
ment of jaw guaranteed under the 
Constitution ( 正 /W 3/31/82). 


Twelve seamstresses ”fom 
Nalinme Lees and seven from 
Golden are represented by caucus 
attorneys， 


Judge Wonder ruled that while 
he saw evidence of “innocent dis- 
crimination,， there was insuffi- 
cient evidence of the “invidious 
discrimination” ”which would have 
Sustained the motion。 The foui- 
day hearing, begun in March and 
then continued over to April 27， 
involved the testimony' of “expert 
Witnesses” describing the _ ethnic 
makeup of sewing shops within 
and outside of Chinatown,， as well 
as fom EDD investigator Bill 
Pollack and his supervisor Michael 
Golden who spoke about how 
investigations are initiated and 
conducted.， 
TARGETTING 
“We are trying to show that 
there was jllegal discrimination in 
the_ investigation, and that 上 DD 
Was targetting' Chinatown， 让 miot 


the Chinese directly.， The :testi- 


mony of the expert witnesses had 
already indicated that ， statis- 
tically;j shops iD Chinatown were 
going to be Chinese-owned and 
have Chinese employees,” cau- 
cus attorney 了 上 d Lee explained. 


，Testiimony during the March 
hearing indicated that all of the 
nine garment shops under inves- 
tigation for unemployment fraud 
Since 1978 have been in China- 
town and Chinese-owned. 


The piIobability of randomly sel- 
ecting, from the over 300 garment 
factories in SF (67 色 of which are 
in the Chinatown area), ， nine 
shops in a row in the Chinatown 
areais less than 1%，according to 
iearlier testimony from Paul Ong， 
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arIesearcher who had worked on a 
study of Chinese- garment work- 
erS， 
Earlier testimony from Pollack 


indicated that the investigations 


were PITompted by several factors， 
including mnegative account bal- 
ances (in which more unemploy- 
ment claims are made than the 
amount of taxes paid); which in 
itself is not illegal nor impossible ; 
“tip” letters reporting fraud or 
abuse of Unemployment 
insurance; and evident “patterns 
of earnings” in which the weekly 
earning of given employees appear 


fixed，Pollack had also testified 


that Surveillance (Watching and 
photographing emPployees as they 
enter and leave the shops) was also 
necessary for investigation and 
prosecution， and that such 
Surveillance was only possible ip 
one-story buildings， 
IMPETUS 

Following a _ request from the 
Seamastress attorIneys to see the 
account balance sheets ”which 
would indicate negative balances， 
Judge Wonder ordered Golden 
and EDD to share the printouts 
with caucus attorneys，and the 
Sheets were Ieviewed on Wednes- 
day at 下 DD. According to Lee， 
only three balance reports have 
been run since 979 一 and the 
first run，in 1979， was ITun 
only on shops in the 94133 zip 
code area，which is part of the 
Chinatown area. Subsequemnt runs 
were made in 1980 and 1981 on 
shops throughout the city; most of 
the investigations Were prompted 
by reports in the April 1980 run. 

While _ checking _ the printout， 
caucus attorneys CoverIed some 200 
shops， Lee said that of theseE，15 
shops 一 al outside of China- 
towa 一 werefound to have larger 
negative accounts than the Colden 
SewWing factory,，for which，testi- 
mony from Pollack and Golden 
Ievealed;， the negative account 
had been the only impetus for an 
investigation，One shop had 40 
times the amount .of Golden's 
negative _ account， and another 
shop had 20 times_ the amount， 
Lee said . 

“We feel that the so-called 
indicators which they cite as the 
motivation for_ investigation are 
just used as a smokescreen, If the 
negatiVve account is an indicator， 
then，according to what they saw 
on the Printouts，tbhe fraud is 
widespread throughout the 
industry and is city-wWide, Why are 
they just investigating iD China- 
townr And the letters aremt really 
the ,motivating factor 一 Golden 
didnt have any letters，and other 
non-Chinatown shops have had 
letters, And as far as Surveillance， 
Superior was investigated but not 
Survejlled,” Lee toldq 下 ast/ West. 

DISCRETION 

“Legally _ speaking，iour office 
doesnt know what“innocent dis- 
crimination is，and we feel that 
wed proven that ipvidious dis- 
crimination hadq been ipdicated,” 
he Saidq. A_ decision on whether or 
not to . appeal the ruling， will 
Probably be made within the next 
ten days, Lee said. 

“Wevespoken with the workers 
and explained theruling, and they 
(the seamstresses) really feel that 
they have been discriminated 
against 一 invidiously. Many have 


Worked outside of Chinatown， 
and theyTre aware of the ethnic 
makeup at other shops. They feel 
they re being blamed for problems 
of the industry as a whole，and 
they feel that someone 一 Some- 


where 一 is trying to_ close the 
shops in_ Chinatown,”Lee said， 
noting that several shops have 
closed or been closed recently. 

The Internal Revenue Service 
closed the Naline Lee shop in 
March because of unpaid back 
taxes; many workers are Oowed 
Some two months back-pay， Most 
of the Naline workers still havent 
found other-work,，and many are 
collecting (full) unemployment 


:benefits now, Lee said. 


“Wereferred to the YicKk Wo vs 
五 oPKiny case Where licenses were 
required for all laundries in the 
city, but the only ones being issues 
were to .non-Chinese laundries， 
We feel the EDD investigations 
are the same 一 on the face they 
are .Deutral 一 but the.criteria 
cited _ are _ just a Smokescreen. 
Theres a _ great amount of dis- 
cretion involved as to what shops 


get _ investigated，and the criteria 
fall on its face in the way in which 
they are implemented,”Lee said.

“To this day,- unlike other 
immigrant communities where 
Political leadership developed in 
the second generation， the 
Chinese have .been denied :this. 
The Japanese American Citizens 
League was started by Nisei; the 
Italian， Polish ard Irish com- 
munities all had strong and prom- 
inent political leaders in :the 
Second generation, ”Wang noted. 

The exclusion acts and subse- 
quent discrimination set the pre- 
cedence for exclusion of others on 
racial， linguistic ”and religious 
grounds，and lead to the subse- 
quent international tensions，such 

as the debate about an “open- 
door policy in China (during the 
1890s) and disbelief of the“equal-

New Constitution 


BEIJING 一 Chind last weeK 
issued a 140-article draft conistitu- 
tion which strengthened changes 
of the past three years and out- 
lined a -new course for the post- 
Mao era. 

MILITARY 

The draft stipulates that the 
formal chief of state wa be a 
chairman elected by the National 
People's Congress. The chairman 
W 训 be restricted to a maximuIm 
of two five-year terms，and the 
congress Would have the power 
to impeach him or her. 

The congresSs” Standing Com- 
Imittee WwW 也 act as the country'S 
full-time' legislature，with the full 
National People's CongresSs 
meeting once a year (as 识 the 
past) to deal with major issues. 
Parliamentary _ immunity will be 
granted to deputies tothe national 
congresSs，and Speeches and acti- 
yities Telidered as deputies Wil 
not be liable for prosecution . 

Another major change is the 
control of the military, which w 记 
Pass from the Communist Party 
(whose chair is now commander 
in chief) to a new_ Central Mili- 
tary _ Council appointed by the 
National People's Congress. Peng 
Zhen，vice chair of the constu- 
tional Tevision commission，has 
Said that the establishiment of the 
military council will proinote the 
army'Ss Imodernization “and its 
retuin to a focus on Principal 
duty of 和 ghting.

China's 92.000 communes. Under 
the draftt，the communes WwW 记 
becorme economic cooperatives 
and re-establistied township 
goyernments Will assume their 
administrative functions:

under constitutional and legal 
limits.Ihe draft points out that 
the Pparty'S iole should not be 
confused with that of the state， 
and that there are limits to the 
partyS powerI. While still the 
leading political force in China， 
the party is under legal restric- 
tions, thereby enhancing the role 
of the minor democratic partiesS. 
eAll citizens are equal under the 
]aw. IIhe PiIovVislon， Which Was 
dropped from 1975-1978，omce 
agaitit emphasizes the equality of 
all .citizens， regardly of back- 
g 氏 ound. 

e DIOpPping “class struggle”as 

the basis of bolitics.， The draft 
excludes “class_ struggle” as the 
basis of politics，and noted that 
politics are， hereon to be 
concerned With “Socialist 
modernization.” 
“Extralegal” arrests are foT- 
bidden. Civil Tights are generally 
strengthered under the new draft ， 
although the Tight to strike has 
been dropped， Ereedom 
of religion is affirmed，under 
the limit that Teligious activi- 
ties are not “counter-revolution- 
ary” or disruptive: Additionally ， 
in a note for-Catholics，contirol 
of religious affairs by foreign 
powers is forbidden. 


Other provisions include the 
establishment of auditing com- 
missions at all governinaent levels 
to combat corruption and ensture 
an .accurate financial and: econo=

“She consistently carried a dual 
responsibility to her family and to 
her work, rarely giving thought to 
her own Ppersonal needs,” her 
fourth daughter Grace wrote. 
“Both my parents struggled，and 
]ike most Chinese parents of their 


generation, they sacrificed so that 


their children would become 
educated and live a better life.?” 
All ten of the Hing children 
Went to college, Three are in the 
business field, four are educators， 
two are in law，and one in social 
worIk. (The three who live in the 


SF area are Joyce，an educator 


who has worked as an advisor to 
the Chinatown Resources Devel- 
opment Center; Grace，a social 
worker and volunteer to the 
Chinese Culture Center; and Bi ， 
alaw professor active in immigra- 
tion issues,) There are 35 grand- 
children. 

Hing and her husband were 
active in the Chinese comrmunity， 
Her husband was a founder of the 
Chinese Benevolent Association in 
Arizona，and even though the 
Hings lived outside of SFE，they

Hing recently decided to retire 
at the age of 80 and moved to SF.

One of Fong's earliest recollec- 
tions is of the earthquake of 1906. 
Her family escaped and camped at 
Golden Gatebrieflybeforemoving 
to Oakland to live with relatives， 

_ After the resettlement， she 
helped care for 'eight younger 
brothers and sisters，only four of 
whom reached_ adulthood， She 
assisted her father and uncles ip 
the cigar factory they operated ， 
the family lived 也 an attic above 
the shop，She fought to attend 
Girls” High，but was not allowed 
to _ continue school beyond that 
because she was needed at home. 

During the World's 卫 xposition 
of 1915，EFong worked- 让 the 
Chinese Tea House under the 
tutelage of a minister's wife， She 
became a charter member when 
the YW7CA movement was or- 
ganized in Chinatown in 1916. As 
a volunteer with the YWCA，she 
helped form a Red Cross auxilary 
for Chinese women during World 
WarI. 

In 1919,， Fong married .a 
Student from 工 ingnam University 
who was studying in the US. In 
addition to raising four children， 
she also housed, fed, and oriented 
Scores of Lingnan students who 


came to study in the US _ before 


seriding them off to their respec- 
tive campuses. 
STRENGTH 

In 1939，sne traveled through- 
out southern California and the 
Pacific northwest to raise money 
for the Chinatown YWCA build- 
ing on Clay St，Promoting the 
TYVWCA issues of women's suffrage 
and liberation, she and three other 
Women earned contributions from 
businessmen and Chinese orgamn- 
izations，Fong served as China- 
town YWCA chairman of the 
board for the following decade， 

Life was a struggle during the 
depression when one ehild was 
stricken with _ tuberculosis and 
another with spinal meningitis. 
“She braved these tiials with 
strenpgth and with faith,” her 
gramiddaughter Carey “Mark 
Huang reported. With the advent 
of the Sino-Japanese war in 1937， 
Emily organized a committee of 


Women to raise money for war 
orphans, and wounded soldiers in 


China，In World War II，she 


joined a Chinatown team of the 
American Women Voluntary Ser- 
vice，selling war bonds，chauf- 
fering soldqiers to Letterman Hos- 


pital]，and doing civil defense

Widowed at 49， Fong 


Supported three children through 
college. Today，all four children 
are in service professions， Her 
daughter became chairperson of 
the 、`Chinatown  YWCA， and 
teaches at Self-Help for the 
Elderly. A soniis a minister and 
Principal of a language school and 
formerly served in the YMCA of 
Hong 和 ong.

SAN FRANCISCD 一 Among 
the stacks of books and piles of 
paper on Yori VWada's desk stands 
apladque reading， 人 cluttered desk 
is a sign of a genius.” Next month， 
after more than 20 years oo 
community service, the civil rights 
activist and _ member of the .UC 
Board of Regents will clear the 
brilliant clutter off his desk and 
retire as prIogram director of the 
Buchanan YMCA， But the 
cleaning-up and retirement 
doesnt mean an end to Wada's 
activism , 

“For the first month I plan to 
take it easy fishing and reading， 
butIwant to return to work, help 
the community and still be in- 
volved with civil rights, he said，, 

JOURNALISM 

Wada Was born and raised in 
Hanford, a small town in the San 
Joaquin Valley about 30 miles 
Southwest of Fresno， where his 
father worked as a janitor while 
his mother ran a confectionary 
store. 

When his father passed away， 
Wada, then eight years old，went 
to work in order to help the family 
SUIVive. 

“ 工 went to work picking fruit 
and then in the summer monthbs， 
my Imother closed her store and 
the whole family went to work 
picking crops,” he recalled. 

Wada studied journalism at UC 
Berkeley from 1936-1940. “After 
graduating 工 borrowed a friend's 
car and drove all the way from 
Eureka to Santa Barbara looking 
for work 一 nobody would give 
me a job， At the time relations 
between the US and Japan were 
bad，Nobodqy wanted to take a 
chance on me,”he recalled. 

Only later did he go to take 
cOUrIses 记 Social services through 
UC Extension.“Its by accident I 
got into social services,” Wada 
explained. “But every now and 
then 工 wonder what 过 would be 
like 让 工 hadq gottem a job as a 
Teporter.” 

WAWIJII interrupted the lives of 
the Wadas. While Yori was 
serving -in the army，his family 
Was sent to a concentration camp 


-Was ITeplaced， 


in Jerome，Arkansas.“It was very 
hectic. 工 was stationed at Camp 
Robinson in Arkansas and it took 


two months before I could visit 


thbem,”Vada said . 
VANDALS 

Wada took a demotion in rank 
in order to be transferred to the 
all-Nisei 
Combat Unit but just as the unit 
was about to go to Europe, he was 
called on to _ serve in the South 
Pacific'， 

“Ispoke Japanese so they took 
me,，he said, “Part of my job was 
to interrogate Japanese prisoners 
of war. In order thatIwouldn'tbe 
mistaken for the enemy，I had to 
have two guards around me.” 

After the war the Wadas moved 
to Ann Arbor， Michigan， bnut 
eventually returned to the West 
Coast and settled in SFE， Vandals 
had broken into their former 
home in Hanford and taken much 
of their property while they were 
in camp. 

Wada went to work for the 
University of California YMCA 
and then became a program 
Specialist for the Booker T, Wash- 
ington-Community Center in SF 
where he worked from 1946- 
1958. He became program 
director for the Buchanan YMCA 
in 1958 and served 记 that 
capacity unti 1962，when Gov. 
Pat Brown appointed him to the 
parole board of the California 
Youth Authority. 

The first Asian to serve on the 
civil service commission，VWada in 
1971 was appointed to the social 
service commission， In 1975，he 
eliciting outrage 
from the Asian community， 

BAKKE 

“Alot of Asians were working imn 
lower Positions in the social service 
field， but none were being 
promoted to supervisor positions， 
he said,“Asians scored high in the 
written exams but low on the oral 
Scores。， The oral boards -were 
racist, they did not believe Asians 
could express themselves， 工 
opposed this; some people disliked

Wada was appointed to the UC

Board of Regents in 1977 and re- 
appointed in 1980, the first Asian 
to serve on the board. His duties as 
a regent include setting policy for 
all UC campuses and looking at 
expenditures and admissions 
poljlicies， 

One of the hottest issues during 
Wadas term as a board member 
was the Bakke decision and special 
admissions Programs for disad- 
vantage Students (6% of the 
incoming freshmen are Teserved 
for underrepresented groups,) 
Wada feels that the Asian cate- 
gory should be broken down and 
preference should be given to 
lower income Filipinos,， 玫 oreans， 
Vietnamese，Chinese and Japan- 
ese， 

Wada plans to continue serving 
as a board member. “Asians are 
Underrepresented in the faculty， 
administration and in graduate 
schools, I want to keep pushing,” 
he stated， 

“For low income and minority 
students，education is one of the 
Surest Ways for upward mobility, 
It prepares you to live a more full 
life and become a more Well- 
rounded person,”VWada stressed. 
However，he also sees difficujlt 
times ahead for education . 

ETHNIC STUDIES 

“Cutbacks in education are very 
bad. The state is in a depression 
and we need to raise tuition，but 让 
we have to raise tuition we should 
provide more funds for financial 
aid. This is.not happening on the 
federal level and 站 will hurt 
middle-income students,” he 
stated. 

Wada is also a strong suppor- 
ter of ethnic studies Programs. 


“了 thnic studies is important for the 


generation coming into college 
who have a hard time finding out 
about their experiences from their 
Parents and grandparents， Yet 
when money is short the first place 
they cut is etbhnic studies, ”he said 

Difficult times lie ahead for civil 
rights， Wada predicted，“The 
Reagan administration is not as 
interested ， in civil :rights ，as 
previous administrations,” he 
charged. “Groups jlike the 天 KK 
and 
becoming more visiblje and more 
powerful.” 

. Wada said his work has given 
him great satisfaction in helping 
children and young people feel 
they have a place in society， 

“Tve also been able to _ meet 
people from different neighbor- 
hoods Chinese， bjlack and 
Latino，interested in. the same 
things and so TI was able to make a 
lot of good friends,”

Based on his experience working 


with the Japanese American com-- 


munity， Wada said that Japan- 
town is declining as the center of 
the _ community, “Many of the 
middle-class Japanese Americans 
are moving away. Most third- and 
fourth-generation Japanese dont 
know what it means to jlive in 
Japantown. In some.ways this is 
good that they can move any- 
Where they want, but they'll never 
get an education on how it was 
like for the first immigrants，One 
of the reasons Asian youth have 让 
SO easy is because of the sacrifices 
the first imnmigrants have made,” 
Wada declared. 

“Asian youth should get to 
know and understand their heri- 
tage ”and， whatever kind of 
Dosition they hold or intend to 
holdq, they should not forget their 
ethnic ties,”Wada said,“Young 
people today， ip terms of educa- 
tion and jobs，are the result of 
sweat，Ppain and tears of past 
generations._ They've made 站 
because of their parents，grand- 
parents，great-grandparents and 
other minorities and what they 
went through,” he concluded:

But this dream of a new life or 
of an honorable return was met 
with a harsh reality of intolerance 
and often humiliating experiences. 
We were referred to as the“un- 
welcomed immigrants. The 
dreams envisioned were blurred 
and dashedq by a severe struggle 
for survival，The Chinese were 
greeted with unprecedented :dis- 
crimination . 

The first exclusion laws were in 
Tesponse to the wild hysteria of 
“cheap”Chinese labor and a fear 
of the “yellow ”peril.”The un- 
WarIanted alarms that Spread 
from _ California to the halls of 
Congress brought the exclusion 
laws of 1882，No new Chinese 
laborers were to come to this 
country， 

In 1888 the exclusion laws were 
made more harsh by barring the 
right of former Chinese residents 
to travel to China and to return to 
the US. The promises of freedom 
of travel in the 1882 act were mot 
accorded Chinese in the US and 
Some were left stranded midway 
in the Pacific unable to _return to 
the US， 

This was followed in 1892 by 
the Geary Act Which was even 
more punitive. All Chinese labor- 
ers had to register,，and those who 


failed to register were arrested and 


deported. “Even American-born 
laborers of Chinese ancestry were 
subject to deportation 让-not regis- 
tered. The term“laborers”was s0 
broad as to allow for overzealous 
enforcement of a terribly unfair 


act，The _enforcers could char- 
acterize ”all but -merchant- 
traders as laborers， subject to 


registration Or dqeportation. That 
the Chinese had contributed so 
much to the building of the West 
was forgotten， 
BACHELOR SOCIETY 

In 1924 a cruel Congressional 
act effectively barred any new 
entries of Chinese women who 
were wives of American-born Chi- 
nese and Congress _enacted the 
infamous national origins quota 
which kept new entries .of any 


Chinese at 105 Per year. 

The discriminatory treatment of 
Chinese because of the exclusion 
laws is.still evident. The popula- 

on of Chinese-Americans from 
关 82 through 1940 was heavily 
male and indeed in the 1880s and 
1890s the ratio of men to women 
exceeded 25 to one.-The exclusion 
of Chinese meant that there Was 
no normal Chinese family life ip 
America but rather a bachelor 
society in our Chinatowns，The 
all-male societies led to increased 
gambling，tong Wars，opium Use 
and trafficking in women， 

It may be said that the irra- 
tional exclusion laws established 
the early image of “sinister China- 
towns” that have continued to 
afflict the Chinese of America， It 
also created the loneliness that has 
accenituated the mental health 
difficulties of those affected by the 
long_ periods of separation. The 
isolation of our Chinese commun- 
ities are unhappy memorials to the 
insensibility of the exclusion laws.， 

A few Chinese ， continued to 
cometothe US as alleged children 
of native Chinese Americans， 
Some sought entry as evaders of 
the unfair laws and thus as a_ civil 
protest against the unjust exclu- 
Sion 1aws， 

INNOCENT 

Here on Angel Islarid the occa- 


“Sional overzealous, officious immi- 


gration officer would intensely 
duestion any Potential imrmigrant， 
They were detained for ipor- 
dinately long periods. The inquisi- 
tions and their afftect have been 
told in court records. Some are 
written on the walls and in the 
Silent Sounds within these stilled 
barracks， 

Sometimes the process genera- 
ted into a game between immi- 
gration officials and the- poten- 
tial immigrant, Perhaps the laugh- 
ter of those who succeeded in 
winning the game against the 
government inquisitor can still be 
heard within the halls of these 
restored barracks, Indeed thbe new 
entrant had to be well prepared to 
get past the suspicious immigra- 
tion service. Unfortunately，there 
were Immany innocent Chinese who 
were the losers in this game and 
whose contribution and potential 
were never realized. That is a sad 
loss for this country， 

The raidqs into the Chinatown 
communities by government offi- 
cials led to increased isolation of 
the Chinese. They avoided any 
contact “with ， the government， 
They were fearful of exposure to 
an outside society for fear of 
deportation， Chinatowns devel- 
oped their: own “government.… 
They became a community which 
was “not involved in the broader 
society,”And the problems that 
were inherent in an isolated com- 
munity aggravated the difficul- 
ties of underemployment，delin- 


quency, health and Poverty-

Lim above all wanted to illus- 
trate the- effects which exclusion 
had on human beings.“In a sense 
whatthe exclusion laws did was to 
deprive many Chinese people of 
having full lives,”she saidq. This is 
Vividly illustrated in an exchange 
between little Lai-Ho and an old 
woman whose husband has finally 
sent for her after 40 years.“Ex- 
clusion really， changed people's 
lives so dramatically, ”Lim point- 
ed out， 

HEROIC 

Although Lai-Ho is a victim of 
circumstance, she is also clearjy an 
active interpreter and molder of 
her experience with many heroic 
qualities， “Lai-Ho is not your 
typical filial daughter 一 she's 
rebellious， single-minded， and 
determined,”Lim explained,“She 
had spunk.”Lim added that she 
wanted to show that “even as 
young as Lai-Ho is，little children 
have to _ take risks and make 
choices.” 

The differing attitudes of men 
and _ women toward the Gold 
Mountain also comes through in 
the story， Lai-Hos mother，said 
Lim，is “a composite of many 
village women TIhave known who 
arent dreamers but realists and 
cynics，This makes them survive 
and gives them strength，while the 
men are dreamers who came to 
the US to make their pile of gold,” 

工 think a lot of the women 
Were more Practical about 让 ,” 
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Lim pointed out. 

Although Lim paid pain- 
staking attention to historical 
detail，she also incorporated ele- 
ments of fantasy and legend into 
the _ story。 For example，when 
Eai-Ho decidqes to run away from 
the hateful barracks，she becomes 
lost and is flown back to her 
mother by the goddess Kwan Yin， 
Lim explained that she drew upon 
the folklore which she had heard 
as a child. 

Alot of Asian American WwIi- 
ters are trying to develop our own

heard as kids.” 
REWROTE 


FEor Lim，an accomplished poet 
and playwright，writing for child- 
ren did not come easily. “The 
thing most difficult for first-time 
writers of children's books is not to 
WwWTite down to a kids level, ”she 
observed，acknowledging thather 
first draft was “dry and unin- 
teresting:” due to Precisely that 
faw. Over a period of more than 
a year, She rewrotethe steryseveral 
times，composing 让 “just as 让-for 
adults except for the vocabulary” 
and trying to stay away from as 
much abstraction as Dossible. 

Lim explainedq that the story 
had to pass the rigorous scrutiny of 
her .own daughter and 症 any 
friends”and neighbors ”children 
before she was satisfied with it.

One major change she made in 
the story was making its emphasis 
Imore positive while still depict- 
ing the difficult conditions which 

、the detainees faced，A Pproblem 
with her earlier drafts was that 
Lai-Ho's tale was too sad,. “YoDu 
have to give children some hope,” 
one mother advised. 

Lim ， learned to ” approach 
writing for children in much the 
same Way She approaches wiiting 
plays，“Children's stories need 
action，emotion，and human feel- 
ing 一 andthose are atthe heart of 
play writing，Plot and character 
development are the most imPpor- 
tant parts，I the People don't 
come to jlife，the whole thing 
fails.” 

While Lim explained that 
childqren as young as31y2 can enjoy 
Wings for ai- 克 0，she believes 
that children up to the age of 10 
will want to read 让 . “The older 
they are， the more levels of

historical themes，for instance,” 
she said，while“the younger kids 
can identify simply with a_ little 
girl being lonely and ostracized.” 

HEALTHY 

Positive jliterary portrayals of 
Asian Americans，especially for 
children， are essential to the 
development of healthy identities， 
Lim believes, Books like Wimngs for7 
Lai-HEo begin aa process of 
questioning at an early ape， 

“So many of us grew up without 
having racial Pride，Not _until 
college did we begin questioning 
racist attitudes and realizing that 

”theyweient due to “my fault or 
my character faw' but to 
historical events and attitudes.… 

Just as Lim researched 
the history of Angel Isiand in 

Wiiting ”Ji1pgy Jor ZEo，SF 
artist .Andrea Ja spent months 
poring over early nineteenth 
century photographs of steam- 
ships，the immigraiton station， 
and the imrmigrants themselves to 
be as historically accurate as 
possible. 

A “bilingual and bicultural” 
graduate of the SF Academy of 


Art，Ja was taised in_ Chinatown 
and began her career by doodling 
Chinese faces as a child， 

To illustrate Lai-Ho”s story, Ja 
read through the manuscript 
SeVeIal times and chose Scenes 
that she felt drawings would most 
enhance and bring to life. She 
used pen-and-ink and half-tone 
Screens “to do 过 识 the simplest 
manner but with a fair amount of 
detail to capture children's imagi- 
nations.2” 

Jas longstanding . interest iD 
Chinese historical figures and 
costuime aided her in one of the 
most difficult renderings, that of 
the goddess 下 wan Yin. All of the 
drawings Went through several 
TeVvisionSs，WwWith at least 10 hours 
being spent on each. Besides the 
individual illustrations，she had

PLAGIARISM 

One Sad footnote to this 
imilestone in- Asian American 
children's literature is that a 
publisher to whom Lim had 
Submitted her manuscript Subse- 
quentiy decided to publish her 
own children's story set on Angel 
Island and told through the eyes 
of a young girl. Many elements 
contained in Jizzss Jor Zai-5o， 
snch as a fying scemnel and an 
exXchange between the girl and an 
old_ woman，also appear in the， 
publisher's story，according to 
Lim. 

Not only does the prospect of 
a plagiarism lawsuit Upset Lim， 
but she fears that the other author 
will not do justiee to an Angel 
Jsland_ story because she inot 
Chinese and rot familiar with 
Chinese American history or cul- 
ture.

Many of the poems Violate rules ofrhyme and tone and contain 
incorrect characters and usage. However, “often haunting and 
poignant 记 their directness and simplicity of language，they 
express a Vitality of indomitability never before identified with 
Chinese Americans.” 


All the poems are :in classical style and undated and 
unsigned. Many contain references to famous jliterary oOT heroic 
figures, especially those who faced adversity. The poets frequently 
blamed their 训 -treatment on China”s weak position and expTessed 
the hope that China woiild become ,powerful enough one day 
to strike back at America.
